If your clientele includes a 
goodly number of travelers, and whose does 
not, direct attention to the list by the cap- 
tion, “Booking Ahead.” If they be- 
long to the so-called fashionable set, 
try, “An Advance Showing of Fall 
Models.” 

Art work adds infinitely to the

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The Bookseller and His Clerks 


Ruth Brown Park 
In Collaboration with the Staff of Doubleday, Doran Book Shops, Inc. 


OW, be it known, first, last, and 
N always, the successful manager or 

owner of a bookshop is no ordi- 
nary mortal. For he must have the book 
knowledge of a head librarian; the book 
love of a biliomaniac; the business sense 
of a Wall Street magnate, and the patience 
of an orphan’s home matron. Added to 
these things, he must instruct his clerks 
with the trained vigilance of a Harvard 
professor and lead them to selling victories 
with Foch generalissimo proclivities. 

About these required superhuman quali- 
ties: As we have said, the successful owner 
must be a bookman. Every inch of a shop 
reflects the personality of the true book 
man. He stamps himself on every arrange- 
ment in his store. Over his book tables 
flood his self-revelations. In his shelves 
and under them one ean see his ideas mov- 
ing clearly. Not that he has bought sub- 
jectively ; not that he has indulged his own 
personal tastes. But the spirit of the per- 
son, his affinity for books, simply howls at 
the onlooker. Whether or not this book- 
man likes a particular book, he picks it 
up with that tender sense of “It is a book 
and someone is going to like it. Someone 
has liked it in the past or it would not 
have been published. So it should be 
treated with respect.” He values it prop- 
erly, with its trade worth, and accordingly 
sells it to the right person. Even with 
his ugly duckling, his “plugs,” he is con- 
siderate. Perhaps it might not be their 
fault! He is steeped in book enjoyment ; 
passes it on to his clerks; imbues his cus- 
tomers with it. In short, he makes his 
shop a place where books are harbored ten- 
derly; understood intelligently and passed 
on discriminatingly. 

However, here is the catch: One must 
not only harbor books tenderly; under- 
stand them intelligently; and pass them 
on discriminatingly—one must do more. 
One must be gathering in the shekels at 
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the same time. Rents have to be paid: 
clerks recompensed, and overhead lowered. 
This is the-owner’s business. Can he do 
it? We believe he can, if he will follow 
exclusively some sound plan of business 
management, adhering closely to budgets 
and keeping such slogans uppermost as. 
“This. shop must: pay;” “This shop must 
practice careful economies” ; “Buy to sell”: 
and last but not least, “Develop Super- 
men Clerks.” 

Now, this matter of training clerks is 
one of the most important branches of 
shop management. To fail in this, even 
tho one is a real bookman and commer- 
cial lion combined, will weaken your store's 
powers tremendously. 

As head of the shop, the owner must be 
a leader. He must set the shop standards 
and live up to them. He must, thru his 
own devotion to his business, inspire the 
same devotion in his clerks. 

Then, the head of a shop must work 
intelligently, accurately, and enthusiastic- 
ally, if he is to get intelligence, accuracy, 
and enthusiasm from his clerks. Any weak- 
ness in his program of work is instantly 
detected in the store’s morale. Therefore, 
an uninterrupted high standard of work on 
the owner’s part is the only safe one to 
employ. 

If the caliber of your work as manager 
is distinguished, you may demand the same 
type work from your employees. Much 
bookshop work is slipshod because of the 
laxity of the manager in holding his clerks 
to a finished standard. It is too much 
trouble to keep training a novice in the 
same particulars until his work is 2 f1"- 
ished product. But the manager of any 
shop must start at the beginning instruct- 
ing his clerks correctly, in each branch 
of the store’s operation. He must not al- 
low them to slide into shiftless methods. 
It takes patience and time, but it mus 
be done if one is to have an outstanding 
shop. No matter whether one has one 
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or a dozen clerks, the same careful over- 
must be employed. One has to

So, as manager, start your campaign at 
once, training in right housekeeping 
methods. Give a clerk a certain section 
of vour shop for which he must be respon- 
ible. Explain to him how important it 
; to make this section attractive; to keep 
it always in order and free from dust; to 
decorate it with appropriate posters and 
other suitable decorative matter; to see 
that it is stocked with staple requirements. 
(You, from your own book experience, 
can give him a typewritten list of the 
staple books which mtust be on his shelves, 
or Baker and Taylor Company, 55 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City, can furnish you 
complete sectional lists.) Explain the gen- 
eral arrangement of the stock, how it is 
classified and the importance of following 
the alphabetical arrangement. Call atten- 
tion to the reserve stock kept behind on 
the shelves and in the bins. Visit the 
stock room with your clerk. Explain the 
arrangement and attempt to point out books 
belonging to this clerk’s section. Instruct 
the new clerk in proper dusting methods 
and furnish him with clean dust cloths. 
From the start, make it understood that 
the care and upkeep of the stock are ex- 
actly as important as making the sales. 

For some reason, clerks as a whole do 
not like the housekeeping end of the busi- 
ness. They skim over it whenever there 
is an opportunity. Therefore, to offset 
any careless habits, a manager must make 
a practice of going about his shop during 
the early morning business hours, enthusi- 
astically making suggestions about the ar- 
rangement of the stock and the general 
appearance of sections. ‘Then, generously 
praising clerks when they deserve praise 
for their good housekeeping. 

If a bookshop owner will visit other 
bookshops, looking for attractive window 
and store decorations, and will send his 
clerks in quiet business periods to visit 
them he will inject new ideas into the 
‘Ppearance of his store and correct ugly 
or unattractive arrangements. 
ee matter of conduct in selling: 
idea he instil in his clerks the 
ad at satisfied customers are the only 

‘tomer the shop needs. He must im- 
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press on them the importance of courtesy; 
quietness; tactfulness;. alertness; willing- 
ness, and interestedness. He must warn 
against judging customers by externals. 
(Some of the world’s best book buyers 
hardly know an arrow collar from a lace 
jabot.) Then, he must suggest that every 
customer is practically an invited guest— 
invited thru advertising means to enter the 
shop. Therefore, a clerk is a host and 
must conduct himself like a host. Rude- 
ness, abruptness, superciliousness, lack of 
interest, cannot be practiced in well-opera- 
ted shops. And they are not indulged in 
where employers make it apparent that these 
qualities will not be tolerated. 

An employer must watch a clerk’s 
method of selling. Is he an aggressive 
bookseller, not merely an order taker? Does 
he appear to be using any psychology in 
selling? Is he approaching certain types 
of people as they should be approached? 
Is he suggesting the right books for them)? 
Is he overselling or underselling? Does 
he know his stock or is he losing sales? 
Often, a small suggestion made in private 
by the person in charge can correct at 
once certain wrong sales methods. 

If an employer will go about his shop, 
looking for slow-moving stock, giving sal- 
able points concerning it and encouraging 
turnover, in general, it is bound to have 
the proper affect. If he will have a table 
where each morning new incoming stock 
can be placed for all who sell to see—this 
will familiarize clerks with the new books 
and stimulate sales. Watch these ineom- 
ing titles to prevent selling any before the 
date of publication. For to do this is an 
unforgivable breach of bookshop ethics. No 
matter what other shops of competition 
may do, this is not for the conscientious 
bookseller. If, as buyer an owner will 
consult his clerks concerning their opin- 
ions of the worth of certain books, this 
will furnish good clues for buying and in- 
crease the chances for selling books. Also, 
if a buyer will inquire of his clerks con- 
cerning fast selling titles, whether they 


- themselves are pushing them or whether 


the books are automatically being called 
for—this will be an excellent guide to re- 
orders. Any book a clerk has sponsored 
beforehand is more apt to be his respon- 
sibility later on. In this connection it 
might be well to issue individual monthly 
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clerk budgets, giving each clerk something 
at which to aim. 

Try to impress again and again on your 
clerks the fact that turnover is not your 
responsibility alone, but their responsibil- 
ity. Point out that the clerk is the only 
continuous connecting link between the pub- 
lic and any book in the store. Unless the 
clerk has had something to do with the 
departure of a book from a store—shop- 
lifting excepted—the book does not leave. 
The clerk is the one to make the stock van- 
ish. Training him to make it vanish is 
every owner's duty. 

Right here, speaking of vanishing stock, 
legitimate vanishing stock, we must call 
your attention to the illegitimate—the 
stolen book. It is always well to instruct 
your clerks to report to you, if you are 
in the shop at the time, any individual act- 
ing suspiciously. If you are not there, cau- 
tion them about accosting anyone—the dis- 
appearance of a book or two is not worth 
any real risk. However, obviously watch- 
ing a suspect usually foils him. 

Be sure your clerks know what is in the 
windows. Often they look blank when 
a customer requests a book seen in the 
window. ‘This causes an unfavorable im- 
pression. 

In training clerks it has been found 
advisable to show them the sales cumu- 
lative reports. What was done last year 
on the same day in the same month? Are 
you running behind last year? Can your 
whole force get together and by schem- 
ing bring the amount up’ to and ahead of 
last year? There is nothing more stimulat- 
ing to business than taking a clerk into the 
inner sanctum of that business. He feels 
immediately his greater responsibility—and 
works accordingly. Talk to him about the 
budget. Let him learn at once the impor- 
tance of that budget. 

If a clerk knows that he must sell a cer- 
tain definite amount to prevent running 
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behind last year’s sales he will try to make 
that added sale which is so essential to pro. 
fitable business. Warn against merely fil). 
ing requests. Show how a little sales jp. 
genuity can make the extra sale that will 
add an extra dollar or two to almost any 
customer’s purchase amount. Teach the 
clerk the great value of keen suggestion, 
Point out the folly of wrong suggestion 
or no suggestion at all. As chief. yoy 
must keep your clerks going. They will 
lessen their selling energies unless they are 
encouraged constantly. 

If you will chat enthusiastically in the 
slack business hours with your clerks about 
books you have read; if you will speak 
about current plays and movies which you 
have enjoyed; if you will talk of events 
of moment discussed in newspapers and 
bring in periodical book digests—if you 
yourself will be alive and keen about all 
literary matters, eager to discuss them with 
your force, you will transmute your eager- 
ness to them and soon set a general stand- 
ard of intelligent literary comment. In 
addition to this literary impetus an owner 
can gain a clerk’s loyalty by exhibiting a 
little interest in his personal problems. Un- 
derstanding what the other fellow is up 
against and making things easier for hin, 
should be part of every employer’s deter- 
mination. 

Some employers complain they have so 
much routine work, they have no time for 
mingling with their clerks and imparting 
any inspiration, book or otherwise. But 
a clever employer realizes that inspired 
clerks make the extra sales, that make the 
extra profits, that make the extra salary 
for hiring the extra clerk to lessen routine 
responsibilities. "When your shop becomes 
a mountain of routine to you, and you 
stand, straining on tiptoe, barely looking 
over the top or not even able to look over 
the top, you are well on your way to clos- 
‘ing your front doors.

Readers’ Guide of the Saturday Review of Literature 


O the American who loves to linger 

in Paris the first thought connected 

with the buying of books is of the 
stalls along the Seine, the swift gray river 
below, the trees rustling brightly above, 
and clinging to the high parapet of the left 
bank, the long line of 
boxes drowsing in the 
sun, their open lids serv- 
ing at once as shelter 
from the breeze and basis 
for display of stock. 
Artists never tire of 
painting the bouguins; 
they are on the most 
popular postcards; yet 
there is nothing deliber- 
ately picturesque about 
this ancient open-air 
market. The bouquinistes 
are solid citizens, for the 
most part well on in 
years: they muse beside 
their stands without cry- 
ing out to passers-by. If 
a heat-squall strikes the 
city, they draw their 
campstools under the 
light shade of the lime- 


trees beside the curb, The Maison du Livre’s poster 
plump old ladies with —the chair blue against gray 


their crochet-work, bent 

old men with crumpled copies of Le Petit 
Parisien or L’Ami du Peuple; here and 
there a slim granddaughter holds a place 
at a stall. Should a thunder-storm sweep 
down the Seine, driving across the Pont 
Royale and whirling before it, along the 
Quai Voltaire, a white wall of rain, the 
rounger stall-keepers lower their boxes’ lids 
alf-way against the wind and by some 
‘wist of the spine manage to get their heads 
mone the cover and their feet under the 
‘ax, and so await the weather. If this 





grows so sharp that there seems as much 
rain coming up from the pavement as down 
from the skies, they scuttle across the road- 
way to shelter under the awnings of little 
restaurants, and from between hunched 
coat-collars watch the passing of the storm 
and the return of the 
rainbow down the river. 
It must be a great post 
for a philosopher, keep- 
ing a book-stall along 
the Seine. 

In spite of what you 
may have heard from 
moaning book-hunters 
there are still bargains 
to be found in the dou- 
quins, tho of course not 
the obvious and spectacu- 
lar ones. If your hobby 
is not that of all the 
world you may find 
items priceless to you at 
a prix derisoire. I have 
handled beautiful old 
books on calligraphy 
picked up within the year 
for little enough, you 
may discover Chinese 
and Japanese drawing- 
books with 50 birds or 
trees or animals apiece, 
and on a blazing afternoon of August we 
found an ancient map of the Thebaid with 
awe-struck inscription to show where this 
hermit tamed a lion or that did for a dragon, 
or where that pillar stood on which Anatole 
France’s desperate anchorite strove to for- 
get Thais—only of course it was not under 
the name of Paphnutius he stood there. I 
am bringing back a seventeenth-century 
map of France that just to back my judg- 
ment I shall have valued in the States, tho 
I have no notion of parting with it—no, 
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remember too clearly the stall fluttering 
with scraps from three centuries, striving 
against the clothespins that keep them- in 
line, and the brown finger pointing out a 
“tout petit Paris, madame, tout petit” 
among the towns whose names D’Artagnan 
might have read on his road to recover the 
diamond studs.

But if the American visitor wishes to 
bring home with him a general assortment 
of new books in the French language, bou- 
quins are out of the question, and the 
stranger, may be at first in some uncertainty 
as to how his question may be solved. If 
he had been looking for books in the Eng- 
lish language he would have had no diffi- 
culty. Englishmen seem to have been born 
knowing Galignani’s, that has been quietly 
making history under the arches of the rue 
de Rivoli these many years, while not far 
away the Paris branch of W. H. Smith and 
Son, the Lyons of the London book-trade, 
displays that frontage so familiar in the 
United Kingdom. In like manner the 
American finds his way by instinct to Bren- 
tano’s on the avenue de |’Opera. He tends 
to this establishment the more readily in 
those early days when his French, so solid 
in Seattle or Boston, melts before a torrent 
of strange Parisian sounds, and a citizen of 
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the United States needs assurance that 
somewhere in the world English is the rul 
and not the barbaric exception. Indeed re 
tourist finds in the brisk efficiency o{ Pari 
Brentano’s something the same moral g, 
port that an American resident risen 
when in a homesick moment he turns jn at 
the American Library on the rue de |’Elye 
and sees the exhibit of volumes fresh from 
home publishers. But if his taste {o; 
French literature may not be satistied from 
the boulevard kiosks, his problem is some. 
what complicated by French publishers’ 
habits of maintaining each his own sales. 
room, especially in the part of the city with 
which the tourist is more familiar. Four 
years ago I was handed on from one to an- 
other of these in search of a new play that 
I found at last in the Librairie Theatrale 
on the Boulevard des Italiens, where in one 
room open to the street may be found any 
play now in print in book-form in France— 
something it is sometimes good to know. 
But it is well worth while going about 
among the large general bookshops, seeing 
the brave new installations and admiring 
the elegance, let us say, of the great Gali- 
mard’s, or the up-to-date devices of Cres. 

The beauty of these new shop-fronts is 
another proof of the explosive force of the 
great Paris Exposition of Decorative Arts 
in 1925. A visitor in 1926 might well have 
thought this explosion had been physical, 
for he would have found all along the 
boulevards those beetling board-fences that 
hide French building or re-building, screens 
that were up long enough to indicate that 
whatever changes were going on behind 
them would be radical. Here they are now 
revealed, these shop-fronts “in the move- 
ment,” shining with “starkness,” having re- 
placed wood and gilding with broad bands 
of plain polished steel, and heterogeneous 
sign-boards with lettering lovely as a poem, 


each creation signed proudly by its architect. 


I cannot say that any of the book-stores 
quite come up to the book-shop on the 
Boulevard Haussmann bearing the great 
name of Mallet-Stevens, but there is a sul 
ficiently impressive one around the corner 
from the Joan of Arc statue—Francia‘ 
under the colonnades of the rue de Castle: 
lione. Its present installation is the result 
of the position, but the building and the 
business go back to the early eighties, when 
it was “The Byron Library” kept by 
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Gateau: it 1s the oldest book-shop in this 
‘mmediate locality. It fronts on two streets 


and seems to offer an almost unbroken line 
of window display, but when you enter, the 
chop is seen to be lined with an unbroken 
series of permanently built-in shelves. 
These, however, may be swung around at a 
touch upon a semi-circular metal track in 
the floor, to give access to the books in the 
window—one of the devices with which in- 
dividual booksellers show their acumen in 
this city of individualists. 

You notice this individual quality as 
much in the book-shops as in other features 


of Paris, perhaps more than in most, for the » 


American involuntarily looks for some such 
semi-standarized posters and publicity as he 
finds in almost every book-shop of his own 
country, sent out from a national center, 
and for the comparative uniformity of ar- 
rangement that comes from buying fixtures 
from a large factory. - But a French book- 
seller of any importance has his fixtures 
designed according to his own idea and to 
fit his own conditions; he does not even take 
kindly to posters from headquarters telling 
where to buy a book. A noted Paris shop 
has its own posters made for it and makes 
sure that they will be collectors’ items; I 
found the excellent posters sent out by the 
Maison du Livre Frangaise in but one of 
the large bookstores in Paris, and those of 
the Chambre Syndicale des Libraires de 
France I saw nowhere in Paris at all, tho 
| am told they are both much used in the 
provinces, 

| saw the Maison du Livre’s delightful 
poster “It rains . . . but I havea book!” 
in one of the most ingratiating of the many 
shops along the Boulevard St. Germain: 
Bossard’s, at number 140. This is a large, 
light place—the first thing I noticed about 
new Paris bookshops distinguishing them 
from those of London is the importance 
they place on light and apparent spacious- 
ness. The ceilings are high and the tall 
windows reach to them, unencumbered in 
their upper panes, as often in the British 
Isles; the walls are white or cream and the 
shelves and counters soft unpainted wood. 
Bossard’s walls are, however, for the 


most part French blue, tho little of them 
show for the backs of the books, and as 
these are of course unbound (as all French 
ook: are when they reach the purchaser ) 
their white backs add to the general airi- 
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ness. Here they are arranged, not by sub- 
jects, as almost universally in England and 
in the United States, but by publishers: 
Flammarion here, Grasset there, and so on 


-case after case, with the publications of 


the house among them, for Bossard is also 
a publisher. The special feature I noticed 
at Bossard’s was their metal book-racks for

display, units that may be combined to fill 
a whole window or top a long counter, or 
that may be adjusted in size to hold a tall 
folio or a line of small books. These racks, 
which are found only in this shop, hold 
books open if desired, and the open book in 
the window is in general a feature of 
Parisian window-dressing. Another fea- 
ture is the window devoted to first editions, 
of which every book-shop makes a fine show. 
Another—often to be found along the 
Boulevard St. Germain is the custom of 
leaving at least one of the windows of the 
shop-front open to the street during the 
day, so that the stock in it lies exposed as 
if upon a stall, and another is the appear- 
ance everywhere of signed photographs of 
authors, surrounded by stacks of their latest 
books, or, in cases where their last book is 
not so recent, by a selection of their works 
in general. I like this actual photograph cus- 
tom, it goes with the personal quality that 
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a popular bookshop myst have to keep its 
hold on the public. 

Not far from Bossard’s you find the 
brilliant front of Fernand Roches; this 
place is new altogether, the proprietor hav- 
ing but lately set up for himself; it special- 
izes in orientalia, finely illustrated books on 
art, and like refinements. The color scheme 
here is the red of Chinese lacquer, a soft 
golden yellow and a discreet touch of black ; 
a subtle detail is that the ladders used to 
reach the higher shelves are made of bam- 
boo. A balcony curves about the back; it is 
a pretty place, tempting one to stay. But 
the book-buying mind of exclusive circles is 
now undergoing the combined temptations 
of conversation, refreshments and select So- 
ciety at Princess Murat’s “tea-shop,” 
“Ouvert la Nuit,” on the quai nearby the 
clock that lately timed the latest Peace 
Pact. This establishment, however, was 


enjoying its cloture annuelle when I went

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to see it, and I could, but peer thry the 
window at its rows of little round tables 
around which, in the season, authors listen 
to one another and social lions listen ¢o 
them, gazing the while on walls where ey. 
hibitions by painters in the front of the 
movement are displayed. 

“But whenever are you coming to Cris.” 
demands the impatient bookbuyer who 
knows his Paris—“nor the arcades of the 
Odeon—or the Maison du Livre Francais 
upstairs on the rue Félibien, orp ——” 

Next time, sir. It won’t all go into one 
letter. But before this letter closes it must 
advise the bookseller who finds himself jn 
the City of Light to go about among the 
places where books are sold and see if 
among so many things that are peculiar to 
the place and interesting to us mainly for 
their differences, there may not be some fea- 
tures that would brighten the book-business 
in other parts of the world.

HAT the public demands of a 
Rental Library, and the secret of its 
success, depend upon. 

1—Shelves well filled with most up-to- 
date books, the books that are being dis- 
cussed, being reviewed, being talked about. 

2—A large supply of most popular titles 
of the above group. 

3—Intelligent and individual service; a 
keen knowledge of current books and their 
writers, and a real understanding of each 
customer’s tastes. 

The outstanding desire of the public in 
regard to new fiction is to have an oppor- 
tunity to read all the books they want at a 
minimum cost. This desire has created a 
demand for the rental library the country 
over. As a result many libraries have been 
established as private enterprises and they 
have also become an accepted part of most 
large book stores. 

In spite of the automobile and radio, 
people generally are more and more inter- 
ested in new books, but many want to sit in 
judgment before buying them. The patrons 


of a library demand not only fiction, but 
biography and books of travel. They are 
also keenly alive to the new books adver- 
tised and forecast in the leading book jour- 
nals and as library members they literally 
beam with joy when they see these new 
titles promptly on the library shelves. Some 
members bring lists of new books and re- 
quest that they be included in the library 
as soon as published. 

A good librarian will keep such a list 
compiled from the Publishers’ Weekly, and 
reviewing mediums, and welcomes this a- 
tive interest and co-operation between the 
patron and the library. Well filled shelves 
give the library clientele the pleasure of 
selecting from the new books just the story 
to fit his taste or mood. No other invest: 
ment could make so rich a return as that 
paid for the rent of a book. Many people 
thoroly enjoy browsing among books. It 
flatters their taste and vanity to be in the 
society of books, but woe be to the clerk 
who breaks this spell with advice or sue 
gestions, unless it is asked. 
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Spoiling the Story 

On a par with the annoyance of such an 
‘sterruption is the inspired reviewer of 
hooks, who is rife in the land and still in- 
gists upon telling the world the plan or plot 
of a new story before the library member— 
as a part of the public, ever gets a chance 
+o discover these fascinating facts for him- 
<elf—which brings to mind an experience. 
| was once reading aloud to my very young 
jaughter and stopped reading to explain 
the meaning of a long word. She instantly 
opped her head up in great excitement and 
aid, “Don’t tell me what that _word 
means. You spoil the story.” Reviewers 
take notice. We like to know something 
of the subject and author of a new book, 
but don’t explain—you spoil the story ! 


The Case of Reservations 


Few libraries can afford to put in cir- 
culation enough books of every title to sat- 
isfy every demand. For this reason reser- 
vations on certain popular titles have be- 
come something of a necessity. If the book, 
however, is popular, the chance of selling 
it at a reduced price is good, when the cir- 
culation wanes, hence putting in the library 
a larger supply of the most talked about 
books is better than allowing a long list of 
reservations. 

Patrons are very willing to pay the dues 
on reserved books which are charged from 
the time they are notified that the book 1» 
waiting for them until they call for the 
book—sometimes a matter of a couple of 
days. But reservations on popular books 
are of doubtful advantage to a library. 
They take much valuable time to keep track 
of, the patron must be called by phone or 
written—if out of town—and notified 
when the reservation begins and a special 
place must be kept for such books away 
trom the keen eyes of the general patrons. 
Many library members are opposed to a 
reserved system and the librarian will find 
that it complicates and adds greatly to her 
work, 

Old favorites—stories the public never 
tire ot—are few in a librarian’s experience, 
ut a copy or two of such books should be 
kept in the library. They will probably 
Pay for themselves, but at any rate-a har- 
vest has already been reaped on these titles. 
a are important in keeping a crisp 
ow @ppearance in the library. A new

jacket always of a bright color put on a 
book every time it is taken out, protects the 
new book and gives dignity and style to a 
shabby one. Another point—A patron 
once said, “I don’t mind carrying this book 
in the street cars when a jacket covers the 
title.” This was an unexpected advantage 
for the jacket, but there’s something in it. 


The Rental Library is, in my judgment, 
more responsible for the growing interest 
in new books than any other agency, not 
excepting the especially fine publicity given 
by the publishers to their books. 

Until we could become intimate with 
books at a cost so low that we could all 
enjoy them, they had to remain literally 
closed books. Now for a nominal price we 
can enjoy new books before the Public 
Library can get sufficient supply in circula- 
tion, before we can spare the two dollars to 
purchase them. The Rental Library is now 
in competition with the radio and the auto- 
mobile and offers more pleasure for the 
price asked than either. 


Non-Fiction Gains in Popularity 


The demand for non-fiction among 
library members is growing rapidly and 
they are more than willing to pay a higher 
rental for such books which are much more 
expensive than fiction and the circulation 
more limited. This class of books, how- 
ever, can generally be sold at cost or near 
that price, which reduces the chance of loss 
on such investment. 


All books must be closely watched and 
sold at the highest reasonable price as soon 
as the demand for them wanes. 

The Rental Library is not a new institu- 
tion, some of the largest in the country have 
been in existence many years. Their great 
popularity however, is new and a sure sign 
of a growing pleasure in reading. Members 
of a rental library are more intelligent book 
buyers than non-members. They have been 
on friendly and intimate terms with books 
and have enjoyed the characteristics of every 
story, so they can select a book for the 
“shut in,” the “maiden aunt” or the “flap- 
per niece” with a sure choice, certain the 
book will exactly suit. This advantage is 
one of many the library member possesses. 

If, however, the popularity of the rental 
library continues, the same advantage will 
be shared by the entire reading public. 
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HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 

sion, from the which, as men of course 
do seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto. —BACON. 





Anniversaries 


HEN a child in December sighs for 

a Christmas that would come every 

day, we look wisely on and think we 

know how soon such a continuous reminder 
of mutual good will would become perfunc- 
tory. We know, too, by the same instinct 
that we cannot pay daily, monthly or even 
a yearly tribute to all our heroes. We can- 
not re-read all of our favorite books once a 
year, or the lives of those whom we most 
respect and who have most influenced us. 
It is anniversaries which provide us with an 
occasion to again pay honor where honor 
is due and an opportunity to extend our en- 
thusiasm to others. We sometimes make 
needless apologies for the anniversary habit. 
Why apologize? It is a good habit and it 
is well for press and publishers to provide 
essays and biographies of the man or woman 
whose birth or death came fifty—a hundred 
or two hundred years ago. It is a natural 
way to pay such honor, and much good 
literature of biography and criticism has 
been brought into print on such occasions. 
Those who are interested in having 
yearly awareness of such coming anniver- 
saries will find the greatest comfort in a 
reference book which Mary Imogene 
Hazeltine, principal of the University of 
Wisconsin Library School, has prepared for 
the American Library Association under the 
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title, “Anniversaries and Holidays A Cal 
endar of Days and How to Obser, 
Them.” In this volume is a COmpact ay 
sult of a great deal of intensive seonnicl 
The main body of the book is a calendar, 
month by month and day by day. listinc 
men and women under the date of their 
birth and events under the date of their 
occurrence. Under each name are cross 
references to a bibliography of information:

and drama and how to stage it. In a sup- 
plement, too, will be found a list of all the 
special calendars, American holidays, feasts 
of the church year, Jewish Holidays, sea- 
sonal dates, patriotic holidays, state holi- 
days, etc. 

Still another index of value is the one in 
which the subjects biographical treatment 
are arranged by class, so that anyone, for in- 
stance, looking for anniversaries connected 
with great explorers will find all these men 
listed and the cross reference to the main 
entry. 

Looking thru the volume to see what 
other 1928 anniversaries might be found 
besides the well-heralded one of John Bun 
yan, we note that the two hundredth ann!

Publishers always find this a familiar 
tool, as it gives a list of books which every 
author has produced, the editors find it 
useful because of the information it gives 
about the activities of people with whom 
they are coming in touch with, librarians 
use it to answer the many questions that 
are brought to their desk, booksellers use 
it as a mailing list for searching out the 
names of people in their area who are 
likely to be purchasers of books or have 
special interest in books that should be 
caretully followed up. Such users are 
familiar with the geographical arrange- 
ment of names so that under state or city 
the addresses can be found.

that he often holds up 
important orders a 
few days, merely be- 
cause he is pressed 
for time, seems to 
make no difference. 
Altho it consumes an- 
other two hours of 
the merchandise man- 
ager’s day, it is con- 
sidered to be a good 
check on the buyer. 
An analysis of the 
reasons for this, 
shows, however, that 
this cat and dog pol- 
icy is required because neither the buyer 
nor the merchandise manager has the com- 
plete picture he requires every week. If 
buyers were to receive weekly, all the infor- 
mation they should have, most of which 
they now get monthly, they could be 
checked up weekly. 

This would be a more effective check 
than the present one. It would not only 
give them complete control over how their 
money was spent, but would absolutely 
check them on the amiount spent. Yet they 
and the merchandise man would know, 
better than now, just how they stand at 
any given date. 

The present system makes a game of hav- 
ing orders confirmed. If the buyer. and 
the merchandise man are buddies, orders 
go through on time and everything is fine. 
Otherwise the merchandise man has to be 
teased and receive reasons for every order. 
The whole affair becomes childish and the 
buyer in the end loses his self confidence 


and respect. 
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Favors Cancelling All Laws on 
Censorship 


NDER the title “To the Pure... 

A study of Literary Obscenity in 

Censorship” Morris L. Ernst and 
William Seagle, New York Lawyers, who 
have been connected with several censor- 
ship cases, have, after elaborate and de- 
tailed research into the history and litera- 
ture of the subject, written an argument 
which is summed up in their concluding 
chapter, “Since we know that no law is 
perfect, we have endeavored to weigh the 
advantages and disadvantages of censorship. 
The scales weigh heavily in favor of free- 
dom and liberty... The losses to civiliza- 
tion from censorship can never be deter- 
mined quantitatively . . . The spirit of 
censorship has so penetrated into the very 
interstices of our civilization that it has 
affected almost every kind of human en- 
deavor. Its first effect was simply to bow- 
dlerize literature, but soon it was felt also 
in science, and biology, psychology, history, 
biography and finally criticism became sub- 
ject to its influence.... The final refu- 
tation of the criminal obscenity laws lies 
in their futility.” 

The argument is intentionally restric- 
ted to books, the authors leaving aside for 
purposes of their discussion the fully as 
intricate problems of stage, magazines, 
moving pictures, etc. Some of the chap- 
ters are “The Battle Over Books,” ‘The 
Vehicles of Infection,” ‘The Enigmas of 
Literary Decency,” “Subterranean Censor- 
ship,” “Toward a Test of Obscenity,” 
“Changing Fashions in Obscenity,” “Porno- 
graphy and the Child,” etc. ‘The authors 
have brought into their argument the fam- 
ous court cases and judical decisions over 
many years, cases such as Vizetelly’s trans- 
lation of Zola, of Haverlock Ellis, Ber- 
nard Shaw’s “Mrs. Warren’s Profession,” 
George Moore and Mudie’s England, and 
numerous American cases such as the case 
of “Three Weeks,” “The Genius,” Jur- 
gen,” and the long Boston list. As ad- 
denda, there is printed the charge against 
the English bookseller fined for selling 
Havelock Ellis, the prosecution of Feucht- 
wanger’s “Power” in Toronto this spring, 
the list of books banned in Boston in 1927, 
a list @ magazines and -books prohibited 
in Canada, Annie Besant’s list of passages 
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from the Bible which she quoted in he 
defense pamphlet entitled, “Is the Bibl 
Indictable?,” a memorial by Henry Vize. 
telly to the Solicitor of the Treasury in 
England, indicating that the suppression of 
Zola was inconsistent with the sale of the 
books of the great English dramatists. 
_The book has a complete index and , 
bibliography of the material studied. jp. 
cluding books from many points of view: 
Schroder’s “Free Speech Bibliography.” 
George Haven Putnam’s “Censorship and 
the Church of Rome,” Bury’s “History of 
Freedom of Thought,” Chaffee’s “Freedom 
of Speech,” Broun and Leech’s “Anthony 


_ Comstock,” Peterson’s “Havelock Ellis.” 


Justice Ford’s “Criminal Obscenity,” Mor- 
dell’s “Erotic Motive in Literature.” 
Shaw’s introduction to “The Shewing Up 
of Blanco Posnet,” numerous essays such 
as those by Henry Seidel Canby, John 
Erskine, Stuart Sherman and others. 


The volume is dedicated by its authors 
to “The Perplexed Booksellers, who, under 
the unknown rules of literary decency, can- 
not insure themselves against imprison- 
ment, even by reading all the volumes on 
their shelves.”

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Question of Good Practice For 
Periodicals 

MARKHAM FLANNERY, 
M Director of Trade Practice Con- 
* ference for the Federal Trade 
Commission, has addressed a letter to pub- 
lishers of periodicals about the conference 
that is called for October 9, in New York 
in regard to false and misleading advertis- 
ing. The letter states: 

A trade-practice conference for the pub- 
lishers of periodicals, at which Honorable 
W. E. Humphrey, chairman of the Federal 
Trade Commission, will preside, has been 
called to convene at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, New York City, October 9, 1928, 
at 10:00 A. M. 

The purpose, as announced is to give all 
concerned an opportunity to participate in 
formulating some simple, workable, stand- 
ard rules intended to complete the work 
already voluntarily and independently be- 
gun by the publishers to eliminate from this 
field of publicity all advertisements of a 
false and misleading nature. In _ other 
words, as experts in this line, men actively 
engaged in this field are asked to assist in 
the formation of rules designed to regulate 
this subject. ; 

Neither this invitation nor attendance or 
representation at the conference means that 
those addressed or represented have know- 
ingly permitted the use of such advertising 
in their publications, or have aided or 
abetted advertisers in deception of the pub- 
lic or unfair methods of competition. Quite 
the contrary is generally true, as these con- 
ferences are usually urged and brought to 
a successful termination by those in the in- 
dustry who are obeying the law and who 
wish not only to protect the industry, but 
also the public, and the conference is in aid 
of the splendid work in this connection 
which many of the periodicals have them- 
selves started. 

Some few inquiries received would in- 
dicate that a doubt has been created in the 
minds of a few to the effect that the Com- 
mission was attempting by means of this 
conference to extend its jurisdiction thereby 
increasing the liability of publishers. Suffice 
it to say that the jurisdiction of the Federal 
Trade Commission could be extended or in- 
creased by Act of Congress only. And Con- 
gress is not to be called upon.

Unless you are canny what you buy in 
your freshman year may make you quite un- 
happy later on. At Hathaway House we 
have no rubbish, so you will find it fairly 
easy to choose things you will not repudiate 
when you view them four years hence with 
sophisticated senior eyes. You will be 
thankful then that you had the good sense 
to invest in a Hugh Fisher etching or a 
wood cut by Margaret Patterson; a first 
edition of Edna Millay’s “Buck in the 
Snow” or A. A. Milne’s “House at Pooh 
Corner.” New books by Edwin Arlington 
Robinson, Robert Frost and Thornton 


Wilder are to be published this fall. Keep 
space on your shelves for them and money 
in your purse! Later on these first editions 
will have increased value.

Current Rare Book Notes

NOTHER First Folio of Shakespeare 
A will-soon be on its way to New York. 
This time it is an extremely fine unrecorded 
copy purchased privately in London by 
Gabriel Wells. Except that it is in the

Among the 
fifty-six Kelmscott items are two copies of 
the Chaucer, one on boards, a clean copy, 
£315; another, one of 48 copies, bound in 
pigskin, blind-tooled to a design specially 
made by William Morris, at the Doves 
Bindery by Cobden Sanderson, enclosed in 
a cloth box, as fresh as when it left the 
binder, £500. 


RECENT publications, regarded as re- 

flecting upon the character of Charles 
Dickens, are stirring up Dickensians, both 
in England and America. Mortimer Kap- 
lan, of the American Dickens League, in 
a letter to the New York Times says: 
“Is it not strange that among the many 
thousands that have loved and honored 
Dickens, which includes the intelligentsia 
of many countries, it remains for this man 
at this late day to make such a discovery? 
Of course, we may be considered preju- 
diced, but to our humble way of thinking, 
Dickens, of all literary geniuses, seem fur- 
thest removed from hypocrisy and vul- 
garity. His language was one that could 
cut through the armor of selfishness, cruelty 
and hypocrisy. He was able with that 
wonderful weapon to reach the hearts and 
consciences of men. He destroyed abuses, 
made the debtors’ prison shameful to the 
government of England, and he made 
hypocrisy individually shameful in the per- 
son of Uriah Heep, and generosity and 
goodness admirable in a multitude of char- 
acters. ‘Do all the good you can and to 
all the people you can,’ was Dicken’s gol- 
den rule.” It is highly significant that 
the first to rush to the defense of Dickens 
in the press was not the authors, or literary 
class, but the reading world who show a 
keen familiarity with the life and writings 
of the great novelist.

What Are Our Standards of Bookbinding?

observe bookbindings is in the rental 

library. That is, if one is interested 
‘nthe durability of the bindings used by the 
different publishers on their general list of 
publications. 

It is true that books in a rental library 
receive hard use, and even abuse. It is true 
also that there is no better test of a binding 
than the way it stands this use or abuse. 
In most of these libraries, a record is pen- 
cilled in the back cover each time a book is 
issued. From this it is easy to see how 
many times the book has been out, and ap- 
proximately—since more than one person 
might have read it—how many times it has 
been read. 

There are several things to be considered. 
In the first place, it is unfair to draw too 
many conclusions from the condition of one 
copy of a book. Also, books in a rental 
library receive more use and harder treat- 
ment than personally owned books will en- 
counter, as a rule. Yet they may well pro- 
vide a good basis for comparison. Remem- 
ber how books from one’s home library look 
after a few of one’s special friends have 
read them—and the cleaning woman has 
dropped them—and. you have packed them 
for moving, 

Observing books in a rental library to 
study different standards of binding is as 
fascinating as a game. You soon get to

readings, show that once they were beauti- 
ful—but their covers lacked the strength to 
keep them so. You will find that the bind- 
ings of some books hold up very well in- 
deed. Others, unfortunately, seem to have 
been made to read a few times and throw 
away. 

It may be somewhat more pleasant to 
examine books on the new book counter, 
when they are new and fresh, but it is en- 
lightening to see them after they have been 
used. One begins to learn where the first 
signs of wear will show and with a little 
study, learn why. 

The strength of a binding depends upon 
the glue, the stitching, the muslin guard, 
and the board which forms the foundation. 
Binders differ somewhat in their opinions 
as to the relative importance of these fac- 
tors. The best of them agree that all are 
important, and that a durable binding can- 
not be built on a poor foundation. 

Cloth, of course, plays its part. Ob- 
viously a strong cloth will stand hard wear 
better than paper. But few of us would 
willingly give up the many beautiful books 
that are bound in batik and other colored 
papers—particularly since these papers have 
been developed to a point where they are 
remarkably durable. Strong paper on good 
board will last a surprisingly long time. 

Unless the workmanship in a binding is 
exceptionally poor, so that it quickly pulls 
apart in the muslin guard and in the stitch- 
ing, wear will always show first at the cor- 
ners. The corners of a book will withstand 
wear in proportion to the stiffness and 
toughness of the board used in the binding. 
When you encounter a book that is badly 
worn at the corners, take the cover and 
bend it gently but firmly. Compare this 
with another book which seems more sub- 
stantial. : 


Bent corners are not always an indication 
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of poor binding. After all, no binding is 
indestructible. A hard fall is likely to dam- 
age the corners of any book—to a greater 
or lesser degree, depending on its strength. 
Slightly bent corners may be caused by an 
accident—but soft or broken corners mean 
poor board. Board that is soft does not 
give the cloth proper support. The corners 
bend, break or split too easily, and the cloth 
thus unsupported, wears through. The re- 
sult is a “dog-eared” book. 

In this game of learning the different 
standards of binding, one thing will stand 
out. The books of those publishers whose 
standards are highest will be characterized 
by their substantial feel, their firmness, and 
what has been aptly called their rightness. 
Even in their old age, this characteristic 
will be apparent. 


Bookbinding in this country has made 
rapid strides in the past few years. There 
was a time when the general run of our 
books could not be compared with those of 
English publishers. ‘Today, in many cases, 
they far surpass the average of the English 
books. 

A rapidly increasing appreciation of good 
binding is followed logically with our in- 
creasing cultural development. The fol- 
lowing paragraphs from a recent issue of 
Bookbinding Magazine are significant. 


‘“The exhibition of fine books, beautifully 
printed and bound, being shown at the Casa 
Italina at Columbia University, has been 
visited by thousands of persons not as- 
sociated with the University in any way. 
Nor were they members of the groups or 
classes which are ordinarily associated in 
our minds with an appreciation of the 
beautiful. They were middle-class book- 
keepers, housewives, small shopkeepers and 
so on. ‘There were street car conductors 
there, too, and others of the working classes. 

‘And they were interested in the books 
shown because those books were beautifully 
bound and beautifully printed. 


‘“Doesn’t sound quite right, in these days 
of tabloids and scandals? Perhaps not. 


Yet it has always seemed to us that the 
public as a whole is badly underrated when 
it comes to its appreciation of beauty. We 
may not understand the relation of mass to 
line nor technique which makes pleasing 
proposition possible, but deep in all of us 
is an instinctive liking for that which is

Once it would have seemed a far cry 
from an exhibition of beautiful and fine 
bindings to the yearly output of American 
publishers. ‘To-day it is not. Many of 
our finest books are worthy of comparison, 
And what is more important, some of our 
publishers are giving us soundly propor. 
tioned and beautifully executed bindings on 
every book that bears their imprint. 

Should we not, in turn, give them our 
appreciation, and learn to connect the name 
of the publisher with bindings that seem 
to us durable and beautiful ?

The Library of Alfred A. Knopf

Alfred A. Knopf may easily be called 

the Prince of Wales of publishers, but 
this title does not sufficiently describe him, 
‘or added to a unique and charming per- 
sonality he has a real, scholarly, and pas- 
sionate love of books; for their outsides as 
well as their insides, for their bindings, 
backs, corners, edges, and their end papers, 
to say nothing of the letters of which they 
are made and the shades in which they are 
printed and even down to what to the un- 
initiated are curleykews. His library is the 
expression of his personality and one will 
find there, in addition to the examples of 
the special kinds of bibliomania mentioned 
above, books representative of almost every 
kind of literature in the world. He has 
searched the farthermost regions of the 
orient and even the dark continent for their 
contributions to poetry, the drama, novels, 
good and bad, history, biography, essays, 
classics, ancient and modern, and books on 
almost every subject-heading known to

oretty little eighteenth century French ro- 
mances are particularly noticeable, first for 


their gay little fowered jackets which give. 


one a foretaste of what one may enjoy when 
one penetrates within their covers, for an 
outstanding feature of most of these smaller 
press books is that the text is quite as de- 
lightful to read as the book is good to look 
at, whereas the larger and more expensive 
works do not seem to be designed for the 
purpose of enticing anyone to read their 
contents. 

The imposing books of the Ashendene 
Press are solemn folios with clear, beautiful 
print reminiscent of the Gothic. Four 
beautiful examples in the library are the 
Dante Alighieri, “Tutte le Opere”’ bound 
in a copy of the original binding, real oak 
boards with a Russian calf back ornamented 
with raised bands, the sides being blind 
tooled in an exquisite design. This book, 
by the way, is considered by many to be the 
second among the beautiful books of the 
modern English presses; the Sir Thomas 
Mallory’s “Noble and Joyous Book En- 
tytled Le Morte d’Arthur” bound in full 
‘eal brown leather, “The Faerie Queen” by 
Edmund Spenser with vellum sides and a 
_ morocco back and “TY. Libro di 
“esser Giovanni Bocaccio,” another copy of 
which book the virtuous U. §.

Mr. and Mrs. Knopf are also the proud 
possessors of another modern masterpiece 


the Bible of the Doves Press. It is in five 
volumes, vellum, each one in a leather 
backed case. The print, clear, beautiful, 
and graceful is embellished with lovely 
capacious initials especially drawn for the 
work by Emery Walker and Cobden-San- 
derson, which can be used no more as, after 
the book was printed, the type was thrown 
into the Thames. This book is usually con- 
sidered the finest specimen of the modern 
English press. 

The undisputed prize of the whole collec- 
tion, however, is the Kelmscott Chaucer, 
William Morris’s masterpiece. The cover 
is of plain oak fitted with a harmoniously- 
toned leather back with its sides blind 
tooled. One turns over six or seven blank 
pages, which keeps one in a fitting state of 
suspense until the glorious text bursts upon 
one with its clear powerful typography, the 
large initials which are set in woodcuts, its 
wonderful, rich borders. and margins, the 
work of William Morris and the illustra- 
tions, the work of Burne-Jones. 

The chief pride of the collection, how- 
ever, in Mr. Knopf’s own estimation are 
his books by Bruce Rogers, one of the most 
complete of existing collections, over 200 
items, books and pamphlets, some of them 
Bruce Rogers’ early work on which his

name does not appear. Among them are 
the incomparable “Pierrot of the Minute”’ 
with its exquisite 18th century ornaments, 
“The Song of Roland,” a folio printed by 
hand: “The Centaur” with its wonderful 
paraphrase of the 15th century letter of 
Jensen, considered by many experts the fin- 
est example of modern printing; and “The 
Account of the Strawberry Hill Catalog.” 

In addition, most of the famous typogra- 
phers of the world are represented by all or 
many of their works. Updike, De Vinne, 
Goudy, Rollins, the Grabhorns, Nash, Ad- 
ler, Gillis, Pierre Chaignon de la Rose, and 
E. R. Weiss are some of the more famous 
ones. 

Also among the beautiful samples of 
press work is a Dante from Olschki in 
Florence in a. unique bindihg which gives 
one a distinct idea of the time in which the 
book was written. It is a folio and is 
bound in full leather elaborately blind- 
tooled and is ornamented with corners in 
metal which are almost embattlements. In 
the center is the well known head of Dante 
set in a medallion. The back has rasied 
bands of leather, and protection spikes, and 
it is fastened together with leather buckles 
and gun metal clasps. The collection also 
contains a Chinese press book and a lovely 
little duodecime from Stozar in Prague, 
whose book mark alone is a gem, a graceful 
ship with a tall mast embossed on the last 
page in European style. The book is by 
ca = and is called “Upominka.” 
a ound in a silky dull blue leather with 
jst a hand-tooled gold initial in the center. 


' The end sheets are plain white with the 


initial of the publisher in an odd red shade 
on the verso page and the initials of the 
author on the recto page. The type is 
Didot and the book is embellished with ex- 
quisite woodcuts. 

There is not space enough to mention 
any more of these lovely things. Suffice it 
to say that there are representative books 
from the Chiswick, Eragny, Essex House, 
Riccardi, Vale, Shakespeare Head and 
Westminster presses in England, the Of- 
ficina Serpentis in Berlin, Poeschel and 
Trepte in Leipzig; Hegner in Hellerau; the 
Officina Bordoni in Verona and all the 
great university presses in this country and 
abroad. 

Among the Knopfs’s delightful weak- 


nesses in the book line is their inter- 
esting faiblesse for illustrations. They 
have volumes on volumes .that are 


nothing but illustrations, books that are un- 
known except for their illustrations and 
good books well illustrated. Their taste 
runs to figures and the collection is espe- 
cially rich in French books, the nation that 
to-day stands at the top of book illustrating. 
There are among other fresh and invigor- 
ating samples of the art, Henri Focillon’s 
“Tle Oubliée,” illustrated by Alfred Latour 
with: woodcuts typically French in their 
setting of rivers and small towns, Paul 


. Claudel’s ““Protée” with its French conceits 


in the woodcutter’s art, Daudet’s “Sappho” 
illustrated by Carlégle, and the work of 
Herman-Paul, the Frenchman with a Ger- 
man name and a German way of drawing.

The Crosby Gaige Imprint and Its Value

How many times has that famil- 

iar by-line accompanied a play 
thru the tempests and calms of a Broadway 
theatrical season? To playgoers the name 
ot Crosby Gaige needs no introduction. His 
name has appeared over, under, around, or 
behind many of the successful hits seen in 
the last few years. To Broadway, Mr. 
Gaige is the producer extraordinaire, and 
his announcements are news. 

Those notices that have been appearing 
now and then in the daily press of recent 
months, however, tell of Crosby Gaige in 
anew role. They announce that “Mr. 
Gaige has just published a fine limited 
édition of Liam O’Flaherty’s” ; that “James 
Branch Cabell will soon appear under the 
imprint of Crosby Gaige”’; or that “Mr. 
vaige has just acquired the last prose fic- 
tion of the late Thomas Hardy.” And it 
‘ems they are all true. Mr. Gaige was 
luite serious when he said some time ago 
that he would like to Start a publishing 
_ for the issuance of fine limited 
et In fact, it had been his great 
woition long before he became a familiar

figure at the auction rooms and at the 
bookshops where first editions and rare 
volumes abound. 

The private publishing enterprise of 
Crosby Gaige, Esquire, has been in existence 
not quite a year. It was last November 
that Mr. Gaige gave out the official notice 
of the founding of the first “fine-printing” 
house in America devoted exclusively to 
new or unpublished books. The idea of 
presenting only famous contemporary au- 
thors in fine editions found some of the 
hard-boiled executives in the publishing 
business rather skeptical. It certainly- was 
a grand idea. They wished him luck, how- 
ever, and turned to making in the usual 
format somebody’s “Tendencies in the New 
South.” 

Soon after the notice of his publishing 
existence, came the announcement of Mr. 
Gaige’s first list. On it were over twenty 
authors whose names read like a Who's 
Who, and which included essays, stories, 
and poems by James Joyce, W. B. Yeats, 
AE (George Russell), Seigfried Sassoon, 
Edward Arlington Robinson, Walter de la 
Mare, James Stephens, George Moore,

Richard Aldington, Joseph Conrad, James 
Branch Cabell, Humbert Wolfe, and Philip 
Guedalla. In addition he promised for 
later publication items from ‘Thomas 
Hardy, John Drinkwater, Edward Arling- 
ton Robinson, John Galsworthy, Robert 
Frost, William McFee, and Aldous Hux- 
ley. He promised representation of the 
younger lesser known writers of the day by 
the first appearance in book form of the 
poems of Helene Mullins and Rolfe Hum- 
phries. From his own private library he 
would also produce 150 letters of Joseph 
Conrad to Richard Curle, never before pub- 
lished. 

The response both in America and 
Great Britain has, with the appearance of 
each new book, permitted the widening of 
the scope of the activities beyond expecta- 
tions. No other proof is needed to show 
that the original ideas were sound. Mr. 
Gaige started his publishing with the be- 
lief that he could produce really good books, 
and to this end he has employed such crafts- 
men as Bruce Rogers, Frederic Warde, W. 
A. Dwiggins, Elmer Adler, and Frederick 
Goudy. As the books began to appear he 
seemed to have been right. One by one the 
skeptics began to take their tongues out of 
their cheeks. His handiwork was pleasing 
to look upon. 

Mr. Gaige’s volumes are more than fine 
bookmaking, however. Before he started 
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Mr. Gaige knew the exigencies of the 
limited edition field which he was enterins 
He believed that the book-buying public 
was a bit confused at the number and styles 
in which limited editions were being pub. 
lished. He believed that only worth-while 
material should be between handsome 
covers and he resolved that he would pub- 
lish nothing but fundamentally good books. 
To the maintaining of this program Mr. 
Gaige attributes any success that his efforts 
may have won, and books with the Crosby 
Gaige imprint are both good first editions 
of a prominent author, and collector's 
items of typographic excellence. 

In Mr. Gaige’s organization, as in every 
other successful publishing group, there is a 
man who is responsible for his excellent 
books—a gentleman who fills the require- 
ments of literary observer, executive, mer- 
chant, typographer, printer, and distributor, 
and does it all very well. He sits behind 
a large Queen Anne desk in Mr. Gaige’s 
extraordinary office, and works very quietly. 
He is often seen coming in with a bundle 
of manuscript under his arm. He knows 
everybody in the bookstalls. Twice a year 
he goes to England to confer privately with 
James Stephens, Walter de la Mare, or

With regard to the identification of our 
first editions, we would say that at the pres- 
ent time we are printing “First Edition” on 
the reverse of the title page of our general 
literary works. 7 

To distinguish between first editions and 
others of those books printed previous to 
the adoption of the present method, one may 
compare the date used on the title page 
with that of the copyright date to appear. 
If the date appearing at the foot of the 
title page and that of the copyright are the 
same, the volume is a first edition. 


THE MACAULAY CO. 

We wish to state that we have not been 
marking our first editions in any particular 
way. Usually, when second and further edi- 
tions are issued of the same title, they are 
so marked. 


THE MACMILLAN COMPANY. 


On the reverse of the title-page of our 
books, just below the copyright notice al- 
ways appears a notice to the following 
effect: “Set up and electrotyped. Published

We print the date of publication on the 
title-page and on the reverse run a copyright 
date line but do not print “first edition” 
or “first printing” beneath it.

We publish books in a number of differ- 
ent classes and have private marks on some 
of our editions, notably on our text-books, 
which give us the date of each edition for 
our own information. 

We have not, however, made a practice of 
marking the first editions of our trade pub- 
lications and should we decide to do so we 
will probably adopt a symbol which would 
not mean anything to the public, as I can 
think of at least one good reason why it 
might not be desirable to have first editions 
indicated. 

I must confess that this is undesirable 
from a book-collector’s standpoint but other

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prepared to establish a permanent system of 
marking our first editions.

The Grain of the Paper 
66 JNLESS one is thoroughly familiar 


ith the requirements of mechanical 
production he should not attempt to buy 
paper for printing” writes Theodore G. Bix- 
ler in The American Printer. “The grain 
of paper must run in the right direction 
to avoid difficulties in binding. To lay 
flat a saddle-wire stitched book must have 
the grain running parallel to its binding 
edge or its vertical dimension. In all sorts 
of printing it is desirable to have the grain 
running in that direcetion, although in 
many cases it is not necessary. When two 
sheets of paper are to be pasted together the 
grain in each must be in the same direc- 
tion. If one runs in the opposite direction 
there will be wrinkling and warping due 
to the unequal shrinking of the paper 
as all papers have greater expansion and 
shrinkage along the direction of the grain.

HE growth of the Soviet press, 
Trrich now has a circulation over 
three times that of 1913, 1s well 
lustrated in the Soviet Union. — , 
the International Press Exposition at Col;

the middle of October, ‘1s the largest an 
most elaborate of all the national pavilions. 
It contains among the many exhibits a 
series of displays tracing the history of the 
Russian press back to its beginnings in the 
17th century. i . 
At present there are 559 newspapers pub- 
\ished in the Soviet Union. These news- 


papers, mostly dailies, have a combined cir-. 
tz ’ - 


culation of 8,250,000 copies as compared 
with a maximum pre-war circulation with- 
in the present boundaries of the country 
of only 2,500,000 copies—although the 
number of newspapers issued in 1913 
(s35) was only slightly smaller than at 
present. Before the war most of the news- 
paper readers belonged to the middle and 
upper strata of the urban population— 
newspapers being almost unknown in the 
villazes—the present circle of readers in- 
cludes many peasants and industrial work- 
ers. One Soviet newspaper, “Krestian- 
skaya Gazeta” ( Peasants’ Newspaper ), 
published especially for rural communities, 
has a circulation of 1%4 million copies. 


Moreover, the ‘circulation figures of 


Soviet newspapers give only a very limited 
indication of the numberof readers. The 
widespread system of reading rooms, of 
which there are about 22,000 in the vil- 
lages and even more in the cities and towns, 
is used by millions of readers. - 

A good proportion of the Soviet news- 
paper readers were illiterate several years 
azo. This year over 1,500,000 adults in 
the Soviet Union have learned how to read 
and write, while 408,000 adults are at- 
tending higher schools. The number of 
children and adolescents attending regular 
schools is close to 12,500,000. 

The foreign language press plays an im- 
portant part in the newspaper system of 
the U.S.S.R. which has more than a

hundred different nationalities possessing 
distinct languages of their own. Before 
the war, only 3 non-Russian newspapers 
in 17 different languages were published 
in. the country. At present there are 
newspapers published in the U. S. S. R. 
in 48 languages other than Russian and 
the total number of these foreign language 
journals has been increased to 21. The 
Ukraine has the largest number of non- 
Russian newspapers—56; there are 17 Tar- 
tar newspapers, 11 Kazak, 10 White Rus- 
sian, 7 German newspapers, etc. There 
are a great number of newspapers devoted 
to the peasants, the best known of which, 
aside from the “Krestianskaya Gazata,” is 
the “Bednota” (The Poor Classes). There 
are special newspapers for workers in par- 
ticular occupations. 

The “Letters to the Editor’ section has 
in many papers been so expanded as to 
constitute one of the principal departments 
and has become an important social factor. 
In this manner many irregularities on the 
part of industrial and political adminstra- 
tors have been uncovered and corrected. 
It is estimated that there are in the U. S. 
S. R. as many as 400,000 of these amateur 
newspaper correspondents. 

One of the most interesting exhibits of 
the Soviet press at Cologne is a complex, 
electrically operated device showing the 
manner in which the Soviet telegraph 
agency Tass gathers news from its corres- 


pondents all over the world and dissemin- 


ates it among the agencies of the consti- 


_tuent. republics (of which the principal one 


is the Rosta of the Russian Soviet Republic) 
and the provincial newspapers. 

The principal Soviet dailies, which are 
read in practically every section of the U. 
S. S. R. receive considerable attention at 
Cologne. These are the Izvestia, published 
by the Central Executive Committee, the 
Pravda, the central organ of the Russian 
Communist Party, the Economic Life, the 
principal Soviet economic paper, issued by 
the Council of Labor and Defense and the 
Trade and Industrial Gazette, an organ 
of the Supreme Economic Council.

On the question of the costs of manufac- 
ture as involved in investment, overhead, 
and depreciation the Employing Book- 
binders of America have sent the following

Committee of this association, ‘its attention 
was directed to the fact that the Legislature 
of Mississippi contemplated passing a bill 
providing for the State manufacture of 
school textbooks. Your mame has been 
given to me as a member of the Legislature 
who would give consideration to this ques- 
tion. 

“This is not a new question, nor is the 
State of Mississippi a pioneer. It has been 
tried in the States of California and Kansas 
with most unsatisfactory results. 

“It is true that the Legislature in con- 
nection with problems of education is espe- 
cially interested to see that the children 
have the best textbooks, but in the States 
of California and Kansas it has been found 
necessary to purchase large numbers of text- 
books from publishers because suitable books 
could not be procured for private mianu- 
facture by the State. 

_“Undoutedly what is urging the matter 
is the question of economy and unless a per- 
son is familiar with the experience of those 
who have tried that plan, namely operating 
an extensive printing and binding plant, he 
may not know that where it has been tried 
it has always been a failure. The initial 
outlay for equipping a plant on the scale 
you would need to supply the requirements 
ot the State of Mississippi is tremendous.

Company, the Butterick Publishing Com- 
pany, and the Pictorial Review, have sold 
their manufacturing plants for what they 
could get for them and have turned over 
the printing of their publications to print- 
ing plants engaged in general printing. It 
must be constantly remembered that the 
overhead of a printing plant goes on year 
in and year out, and where the plant is 
simply for a-special purpose there are always 
periods in the year when there is very little 
to do, but the general expenses go on just 
the same. These so called slump periods in 
private plants are filled in by -long time 
work, which would not occur in a State 
plant. 

“There is also this to be borne in mind 
in connection with such a problem, that the 
more the State goes into business the weaker 
the State becomes because it destroys busi- 
ness for the private citizen and takes away 
his opportunity to earn money to pay taxes 
to maintain the State. If the State goes into 
the school book business, there is no rea- 
son why it should not also go into the 
shoe business or the clothing business. Per- 
sons who have spent years studying the pro- 
cess of government, are unanimous in the 
conclusion that the government governs best 
which governs least, and that the fullest and 
widest opportunities should be given to the 
people of the State to carry on their enter- 
prises free from the competition of the State 
itself.

“Perhaps what 1s needed as much as any- 
thing in the paper field to-day is a thoro- 
poing government study as to purity in 
‘ood pulps and the providing of some sim-
